Ah  Address  to  lis  Mothers  by  Its 
Director. 

The  following  extracts  from  a  brief 
address  to  the  members  of  the  C.  M. 
A.  by  Mr.  E,  E.  Tower,  we  take  the 
liberty  to  publish,  as  they  will  un- 
doubtedly prove  of  interest  to  those 
of  the  members  who  were  not  pres- 
it  at  the  rehearsal  of  last  Saturday 
rentng:  He  alluded  to  the  necessity 
of  prompt  attendance  at  rehearsals, 
and  to  the  fact  that  so  many  chairs 
were  vacant  at  the  rehearsal  of  the 
Saturday  evening  before.  He  said 
"Our  association  is  fast  assuming  a 
business  character,  and  to  be  success- 
ful, must,  in  a  large  measure,  be  treat- 
ed as  such.  Every  one  who  is  absent 
from  a  regularly  appointed  rehearsal, 
unless  owing  to  ill  health  or  the  de- 
mands of  business  engagements,  is 
doing  a  positive  act  of  injury  to  the 
association  ;  there  is  nothing  so  con- 
tagious as  indifference  to  one's  duties 
of  this  nature,  and  when  we  consider 
the  trouble  and  expense  attending  the 
preparation  of  the  hall  and  music  for 
a  single  rehearsal,  and  the  sacrifice 
made  by  members  in  order  to  be  pres- 
ent, nothing  short  of  a  positive  busi- 
ness engagement  or  ill  health  should 
occasion  one's  absence.  Let  us  look 
at  the  matter  from  a  purely  business 
point  of  view;  see  the  amount  of 
money  you  have  invested  to  create 
and  perpetuate  this  association.  I 
give  it  to  you  in  detail  that  you  may 
see  what  is  required  in  the  formation 
of  such  an  association  as  this,  and  tn 
this  I  have  included  only  those  instru- 
ments which  have  been  purchased  by 
both  association  and  members  for  the 
single  purpose  of  creating  a  musical 
club  that  shall  be  a  source  of  pleasure 
itruction  to  all  that  come  with- 
influence.  whether  as  active 
members.

Did  you  not  on  becoming  an  active 
member  assume  some  obligation  to  us 
ill  i  Is  it  not  in  the  light  of  a  duty  as 
well  as  of  a  pleasure  this  matter  must 
be  treated  ?  The  Directors  of  this  as 
sociation  beg  you  to  consider  it  and 
to  remember  that  your  absence  from 
rehearsals  docs  not  affect  you  alone 
but  each  member,  who  must  of  neces- 
sity make  some  little  sacrifice  to  be 
present,  is  discouraged  through  your  in- 
difference to  what  your  board  of  direc- 
tors consider  a  duty  which  you  owe  to 
your  associate,  members  who  have  con- 
tributed so  generously  to  your  finan- 
cial need."

It  was  my  destiny  ones  to  cngtigo 
tho  ti««*s<J  Prince  Leopold,  Duke  of 
Albany,  in  a  long  conversation,  writes 
a  London  cormpontknt.  In  tho  (all  of 
IS 79  Prince  Leopold,  accompanied  by 
his  firm  or  tutor.  Canon  Duckworth, 
visited  tho  office  of  one  of  largest  ol  tho 
London  morning  newspapers,  on  the 
slatT  ol  which  I  was  at  that  timo  em- 
ployed. I  was  deputed  hy  the  proprie- 
to  show  tho  Prince  over  tho  build' 
a  task  which  ocupiod  about  three 
hours  ;  tor  the  Priuco  not  only  desired 
see  everything  that  was  to  bo  seen 
there  but  to  have  it  explained  to  him  in 
detail.  Tho  poor  canon  became  quito 
wearied  of  the  inspection,  and  once  or 
twice  hinted  at  the  propriety  of  quitting, 
until  tho  Prince  told  him  plainly  that 
as  not  disposed  to  hnrry.

"  Lawyers'  Morals. 

The  Century  for  November  has  an 
editorial  under  tho  head  of  "Lawyers 
Morals,"  from  which  tho  following 
points  are  qnoted. 

A  lawyer  onght  to  be  a  gentl< 
His  functions  as  an  attorney 
give  him  no  dispensation  to  disregard 
the  ordinary  principles  of  decency  and 
honor.  He  has  no  right  to  slander  bis 
neighbor,  even  if  hi*  neighbor  be  the 
defendant  in  the  cause  in  which  ho  ap- 
pears for  the  plaintiff.  He  has  no 
right  to  bully  or  hrowbeat  a  witness  in 
ation  or  artfully  to  entrap 
that  man  into  giving  false  testimony. 
Whatever  the  privileges  of  the  conrt 
may  be,  the  lawyer  who  is  guilty  of 
such  practices  in  court  is  no  gentleman 
out  of  court. 

A  lawyer  ought  not  to  lie.  He 
may  defend  a  criminal  whom  ho  knows 
be  guilty,  bnt  he  may  not  say  to  the 
jury  that  he  believes  this  criminal  to  be 
innocent.  He  may  not  in  any  way  in- 
tentionally convey  to  the  jury  the  im- 
that  be  believes  tho  man  to  be 
He  may  not,  in  his  plea, 
pervert  or  distort  the  evidence  so  as  to 
weaken  the  force  or  conceal  the  mean- 
ing of  it.  He  is  a  sworn  officer  of  the 
court,  and  his  oath  should  bind  him  lo 
strictest  veracity.  It  would  be 
quixotic  to  expect  bis  to  assist  his  ad- 
versary, but  his  obligation  to  speak  the 
truth  outranks  every  ohligation  that  he 
owes  his  client.  It  is  notorious  that 
lawyers  who  would  think  it  scanda 
lous  to  tell  a  falsehood  out  of  conrt,  in 
any  business  transaction,  lie  shameless- 
in  court  in  behalf  ol  their  clients, 
andseem  to  think  it  a  part  of  their  pro- 
fessional dnty.  That  har  of  justice  be- 
fore which,  hy  their  professional  obli- 
gations, they  are  bonnd  to  tho  most 
striuirent  truthfulness,  is  tho  very  place 
where  they  seem  to  consider  themselves 
absolved  from  tho  common  law  of 
veracity.  So  long  as  the  legal  mind  is 
Infected  with  this  deadly  heresy,  wo 
need  oot  wondor  that  ourconrts  of  justice 
often  becomo  the  instruments  of  nn- 
righteousness. 

A  lawyer  ought  not  to  sell  hi* 
service*  for  the  promotion  of  injustice 
and  knavery.

to  say  to  tho  students  in  Athous, Alex- 
andria and  oven  Jerusalem,  but  such 
exact  discipline, yet  homo  like  behavior, 
I  have  found  nowhere  at  all.  I  call  at- 
tention to  tho  fact  which  I  think  not 
genorally  known,  that  tho  educated  no- 
gro  docs  not  mouth  his  words ,or  t\bbro- 
viato  thorn,  or  speak  in  any  othor  w»j 
an  educated  whito  man.  Tun 
your  back  and  you  would  not  bo  nblo  to 
detect  the  white  from  tho  black  tpoakor. 

These  students  are  making  tho  very 
most  of  their  opportunities.  And  this, 
I  think,  is  all  there  is  of  life,  all  that 
God  or  tho  country  asks  of  any  human 
being.  How  far  they  havo  advanced  or 
how  fast  thoy  have  advanced  is  not  cosy 
to  defino  postively.  I  hear  it  said  that 
up  to  a  certain  point  the  negro  is  quick- 
er and  more  apt  than  the  white  student. 
I  hear  it  said  further  that  ho  is  not  capa- 
ble of  attaining  to  so  great  an  ominence. 
These,  however,  are  questions  to  ho 
loft  to  the  future  for  judgment.  I  can 
only  congratulato  thoso  who  fonndod 
this  school.  They  and  thoso  in  churge 
of  it  ought  to  be  thankful  for  tho  won- 
derful frnits  of  it.  This  is  tho  way  out 
of  jail.  Fill  this  academy  and  you  will 
empty  yonder  prison.

The  Book  Thief's  New  Device. 

"The  newest  trick  ot  the  book  thief 
is  a  most  curious  one,"  said  a  2 
street  book-dealer  the  other  day, 
I  confess  it  took  me  in  completely,  nl- 
thongh  I  have  been  in  tbe  husiness  for- 
ty years  and  thought  I  knew  a  good 
deal.  A  very  well  diesscd  man  came 
in  and  represented  hemsclf  as  the  as- 
sistant librarian  of  the  new  public  li- 
brary at  Cleveland.  He  said  he  had 
come  to  this  city  to  huy  twenty  thous- 
and books,  among  which  he  wanted  to 
include  about  forty  representative  cop- 
ies of  the  old  theological  works  printed 
in  New  Kngland  within  the  first  centu- 
ry after  the  settlement  ot  the  Puritans. 

"Of  course  I  gave  him  permission  to 
look  at  what  I  had  in  that  Hue,"  snid 
the  book  dealer.  "After  examining 
the  books  for  ahout  half  an  hour  the 
mau  went  out,  saying  that  ho  intended 
to  visit  other  book  stoi  es  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. He  returned  about  8  o'clock 
in  the  a'ternoon  und  looked  again  at 
the  books,  and  tben  weut  away,  prom- 
ising to  call  in  tbe  morning  and  make 
his  purchases. 

'Just  alter  bo  hnd  gone  I  noticed 
that  he  had  pot  one  of  the  books  back 
the  wrong  shelf.  It  was  a  volume 
of  Cotton  Mather's  sermons  printed 
Camhridge  in  1G58,  aud  was  almost 
unique  in  this  country.  Taking  it  down 
I  felt  that  there  was  some  small  suh- 
stance  between  some  of  the  loaves,  and, 
euough,  there  was — a  piece  ol  wet 
string  laid  against  the  hinding  iusl 
back  of  where  there  hnd  been  a  wood- 
cut of  Cotton  Marther  himself.

A  few  Facts  abont  the  Marshfield 
Dyke  Meadow. 

Mr.  AVitor. 

A  b.1  tie  of  words  has  been  raging  for 
sever*!  week.  In  the  M .unarm. u  Mail 
aud  other  County  papers  concomlug  the 
dj  ke.  I  do  not  wish  to  enter  Into  any 
cvnlrovera.v  or  to  sllr  up  bad  blood  In  any 
one's  hreast,  but  desire  peace  .ud  g>n>d 
will  to  prvrull  among  neighbors  .nd  towns 
pvople.  1  think  there  are  many  readers  of 
your  paper  who  would  like  to  kuov  the 
facts. 

Living  where  I  do,  has  given  mo  .u  op- 
portunity to  know  something  about  both 
bide*,  and  10  Judge  qulto  fairly  of  the 
merits  nf  the  case.  As  1  understand,  the 
Impression  prevails  that  the  dyked  lands 
are  worthh-ss,  nnd  never  r.n  lte  msde  pro* 
ducUve.  That  la  far  from  the  truth.  I  think 
Its  Ixsl  friends  will  admit  that  It  takes 
longer,  .nd  reuulrea  more  labor  to  bring  It 
Into  a  productive  condition  than  they  ex- 
pected. The  latge  amount  nf  salt  left  In 
the  soil  In  connection  with  the  drought  of 
the  l.-t  three  or  fonr  years  has  worked 
very  unfavorably,  this  Is  proved  by  the 
fact  thai  nearly  .11  ;th»  grass  seed  sown 
last  fall  and  this  sprlug  e.me  up  .ml  h.i 
grown  well,  producing  from  one  to  three 
Urns  per  acre  without  any  fertiliser. 
Where  l»  there  a  tract  of  twelve  hundred 
ur  even  fifty  acre*  lu  this  county  thai  will 
pr-diice  *  ton  of  English  hay  to  Ihe  acre 
without  manure?  It  Is  true  that  Ih.  lar- 
ger part  of  the  meadow  la  yet  nnprodnc- 
ve.  One  of  the  reasons  Is  that  there  was 
large  tract,  twnlvo  hundred  aero*,  that 
needed  to  be  worked  all  at  oue  time.  The 
farmers  living  near  it  were  ant  prepared 
for  It.  There  needed  to  havo  been  one 
hundred  earnest,  active  men  to  hare 
worked  the  meadow,  nhcreas,  only  a  half 
1  or  do  ten  commenced  work  wheu 
they  should,  nod  most  of  those  few  have 
hsd  so  many  acres  to  attend,  that  justice 
has  nnt  been  d«ue  to  any  of  It. 

Another  reason  why  more  of  the  meadow 
has  nnt  been  worked,  Is  thai  the  opposi- 
tion to  it,  has  created  such  a  feeling 
throughout  the  community  that  but  fow 
have  been  willing  to  commence  work  for 
fear  that  in  a  few  year*,  just  an  they  got 
meadow  Into  g\»>d  eras*  bearing 
condition^  hy  some  means  or  other,  the 
salt  water  might  oraH.it  the  laud,  and 
thus  they  would  lose  Imth  their  labor  and 
land.  Thai  uncertainly  hu  really  been  a 
great  Injury  to  the  successful  cultivation 
of  the  meadow. 

one  proof  showing  that  the  meadow 
oan  Ik  successfully  worked  I  would  men- 
th.t  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Ford  has  plowed 
all  LI*  land,  some,  of  It  two  or  three  times, 
drained  It,  «rtd  now  has  most  of  It  laid 
down' to  grass,  and  in  good  Wearing  condi- 
tion. I  do  not  know  that  his  meadow  was 
naturally  any  better  thau  the  average,  ex- 
i  eptln**-if  tnlgnt  have  been  better  drained, 
lie  Ua*>i*4»Ml  «orn,  potatoes,  strawberries, 
lions  and  bat*  successfully.  Anyone  that 
ill  examiue  his  land  will  find  something 
growing  besides  fireweeds  and  hushes. 
Mr.  Darn.  Everv  n  who  on  tied  some  of 
e  meadow  before  It  w.w  dyked,  became 
dlsgnsted  with  things  generally,  at  the 
tlmo  of  the  coatroven'y,  and  gave  away 
lQ  his  meadow.  Bnt  be  kept  his  eyes 
ipen,  watched  the  capabilities  of  what 
ha.l  been  worked  and  last  fall  he  bought 
ally  acres  in  one  body.  Be  plowed 
only  a  few  acres  last  fall,  nod  althnngh 
planted  late  In  the  season,  ho  now  has 
ine  acre  of  strawberry  plants  also  raised 
ire  Ions  of  Amber  cane,  forty  hushels  of 
in  ions  and  an  acre  of  squares.  Bis  acre 
if  strawberries  is  ss  good  as  he  ever  raised 
m  his  land  In  Hanson,  and  bo  wonld  not 
take  $300  for  It.  I  know  of  acres  ihnt  pro- 
duced over  two  tons  of  hay  per  acre  this 
aer.  Tho  old  adag«  "what  one  man 
one  another  man  can  do,"  will  apply 
r  meadow.  Every  acre  can  be  made 
productive,  if  one  will  us«  the  proper  means 
Some  with  less  iabor  and  In  shorter  time 
than  others,  bnt  land  that  will  produce 
rank,  vigorous  reeds,  can  be  made  to  grow 
something  else. 

N'o  sensible   person  expects   to  grow 
good  crops  of  grass  or  auytbing  else  upon 
nplaad  without  fiist  preparing  the  l.ud 
for  the  crop.
